but the home was a total loss. 


A second fire in only three days 
forced a Boyne City family out of its 
rental home early Friday morning, trap- 
ping them on an upstairs balcony, where 
they were rescued by Boyne City fire 
fighters. 

Fire chief Dennis Amesbury. was 
quoted as saying the fire apparently 
started in the walls or attic near the top 
of the stairway, preventing the 
Theibert family — David, Becky and 
their two-year-old daughter, Danielle 
— from escaping the burning building. 
They were escorted out of the build- 
ing down extension ladders at approxi- 
mately 2 a.m., and the flames were 
brought under control within an hour, 


though fire fighters remained on the 
scene unti] almost 7 a.m. There was 
extensive damage to the upper story, 
as well as smoke and water damage to 
the ground floor, but no injuries were 
sustained in the fire. 

The Theiberts wish to thank a woman 
who pounded on their door early Fri- 
day moming. She was driving ared car 
and stopped to alert them: ‘that, ‘their 
home was on fire. They do.ot, know 
who she is, but would like to express 
their appreciation to her, and to the 
many others whose gencrosity and 
kindness has helped them in their time 
of loss.

“T wasn’t surprised that 
my number one problem 
was going to be publicity, 
and it still is. It's a constant 
struggle to get the word 
out,” he said. Another loca! 
difficulty is in bringing in 
quality acts, but still carv- 
ing out a unique niche in the 
entertainment market. 

“How do we compete 
with local casinos who can 
bring in big names and jose 
money - and still ultimately 
make money? The answer 
is we have to have a differ- 
ent niche - bring in differ- 
ent groups,” Wollenberg 
said. “I want to be careful 
not to go head to head with 
the casinos, because we 
can’t do it.” 

Another thing that sur- 
prised Wollenberg, who

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Author pens story ofa life dealing with death ~*2e"—

“I said, ‘Who would care about my life in 
Po-dunk-yille?”” 

Those were Celia Hastings’ first words 
when publishers asked her to write a book. 
She wasn’t afraid of the writing, itself— 
she’d already finished and submitted a 400- 
page manuscript for a Bible study—but she 
didn’t understand why publishers were ask- 
ing her to write about her work with her 
husband John at Hastings Funeral Home in 
Ellsworth, which they own and operate. “The 
Undertaker’s Wife; Wisdom and Musings: 
Life in a Small Town Funeral Home” was 
released last September by FaithWalk Pub- 
lishing. 

Still, there are alotof stories in Celia Hastings— 
quality that is perhaps the result of both living at 
one of the main intersections of Ellsworth and 
being the second call for most community fami- 
lies after a loved one dies. Her book is full of 
those stories: the construction worker who had 
an out-of-body experience during a heart attack, 
the lifetime atheist that received Christ as a 
senior citizen, the savings passbook found in the 
lining of a dead woman’ s corset. 

“There’s not a funeral alike,” said Celia. 
“People are unique and their funerals are 
unique.” 

Atthe funeral home, Celia herself writes the 
obituaries and transcribes the funeral message 
that the officiating minister gives, besides 
occasionally doing the woman’s hair for pre- 
sentation in the casket, playing the organ and 
officiating a service (she also holds a degree in 
theology). Celia puts the obituaries, the mes- 
sage transcript and the funeral bulletins into 
special memory booklets for the family and 
friends of the deceased.

I’ve had several phone calls over the past 
couple days regarding the Jan. 12 article in the 
Petoskey News-Review titled “Boyne City’s 
Main Street funding may be cut.” Since J was 
very surprised by this headline, I thought you 
may be as well. That is why I wanted to write a 
brief message clarifying the headline. 

First of all, Boyne City Main Street’s funding 
is not being cut. It is the state’s Michigan Main 
Street program whose financial future is some- 
what unclear right now.

BAST JORDAN - When. 
Sandy (Shepard) Whiteford 
graduated from East Jordan 
High School and headed off 
to college, she didn’t envi- 
sion a computer business on 
Main Street in her future. She 
was planning to get a degree 
in Public Relations, and she 
figures that public relations 
is still a large part of what the 
Computer Center in East Jor- 
dan offers. 

Plans detoured when she 
took a computer program- 
ming class, and she was 
hooked. “It was just great 
fun,” she said. How things 
change: when Sandy first

The Computer Center has 
two full-time employees be- 
sides Sandy: Becky King 
and Jackie Cutler (“Never a 
dull moment,” laughs 
Sandy). Besides, Sandy is 
able.to employ several 
people on a part-time basis 
as needed. 

John worked full-time 
with Sandy from ‘99, until he 
was sidelined by a heart at- 
tack in 2003. He now does 
farm work in season, and 
continues to provide encour- 
agement and moral support 
for Sandy.

since Sandy’s first DOS- 
based college programs. Even 
when she opened the Com- 
puter Center in ‘97, insurance 
on home computers was a 
rider homeowners could opt 
for. Now computers are writ- 
ten in as normal household 
appliances. What was once a 
luxury is now almost a neces- 
sity, with households often 
having multiple computers, 
so that students and parents 
can all have easy access. 

In business, Sandy said, 
computers used to be used 
primarily for accounting. 
Now every office and every 
aspect of business depends 
on computers. 

“Tt is amazing to me the 
number of farmers in the area 
that use computers - and 
what they do with them,” 
Sandy said. ‘Especially the 
veteran farmers - and how 
beneficial they are to what 
they do. It’s great.” 

But it has also created a 
need forcanstant learning for 
Whiteford and her staff. 

“We go to classes all the 
time to keep current,” she 
said, adding that there are 


also on-line Microsoft and 
Intel classes that they are able 
to take. “We constantly have 
to learn, to keep up-to-date, 
to keep up on changes. We 
work 10 hours a day and then 
go home and work another 
four to keep up. 

“It’s a constant worry: did 
we do everything we could 


todo the job perfectly? That’s ° 


our goal. We want to get it 
right and minimize the cost 
to our customers,” said 
Sandy. She knows that the 
Computer Center charges 
less than many computer ser- 
vice businesses, but ““who is 
really worth that much per 
hour?” Sandy wants to know. 
“T want people to be able to 
use their computers - they're 
a tool. It shouldn’t cost an 
arm and a leg.” 

The Whitefords have dem- 
onstrated a concer for young 
people in their personal lives, 
and it has carried over into 
their professional lives. The 
Computer Center donates 
used computers to the school 
and the Women’s Resource 
Center, in the hope that kids 
who need computers will be 
able to get one free of charge. 

“Tt’s hard for a kid not to 
have a computer anymore,” 
Sandy said, but added, “T try 
and encourage kids to put their 
material on a disk and print it 
at school. I don’t want their 
families to incur extra expense, 
and ink is expensive.” 

The Computer Center also 
offers computer classes. which 


will be starting up again in 


February and March; has 
internet access available; and 
makes house calls. Business 
hours are Monday through 
Friday, 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m., and 
Saturday,.9 am. - 2 p.m. The 
Computer Center - and even 
sometimes Sandy, who is usu- 
ally making house calls - can 
be reached at (231) 536-0870.
